Ori foreign trade, like our trade at home, essentially depends on the imagin- 


carried out with the same skill by government agents. As a New Englander, 
I have read at length of our clipper ships from Salem, Newburyport, and Boston 
which under young captains sailed successfully the Seven Seas. In 1820, or there- 
abouts, young Captain Peabody, at the age of 19, with a first mate of 18, and a 


second of 20, left Salem to trade. 


He traded so successfully that 18 months later 


he returned with two heavily-laden ships—the second in charge of the mate. By 


32 his days as a captain were finished. 


numerous and complicated. 


Today it is not all so simple. There are 
totalitarian governments with which to 
deal. There are quotas to consider. There 
are embargoes to overcome. Finally, there 
are taxes, tariffs and shipping costs to 
calculate. Government enters right into 
the front office in all these questions. What 
will be the position of our government in 
the export of grains? Will the government 
of the country to which we ship goods 
permit us to take our money out? These, 
and lots more, matters have to be thought 
out today before we undertake this risk. 
Yet, if we are to remain the most powerful 

industrial nation in the world; if we are 

to produce immense quantities of the 
staples of life, wheat, corn, cotton, etc., we 
must engage in foreign trade—and gov- 
ernment under the system of life that we 
have built up, can never trade as well as 
can we as individuals. 

In times of shooting wars or in “cold 
wars” government may have to be in busi- 
ness and trade far heavier than we would 
ever like to see it, but ultimately we hope 
its actual physical trading—like that now 
of the Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tion—will be much cut down. That end of 
the business will be our job. 

However, it is fundamental, too, that 
private business cannot conduct any for- 


His trading interests had become too 


eign trade without government assistance. 
Laws must be codified, treaties must be 
negotiated, diplomatic relations must be 
established and conditions in our country 
must be maintained so that private busi- 
ness can operate successfully. While gov- 
ernment may not interfere with the con- 
duct of private business beyond the needs 
of proper regulation in the public interest, 
it must assist industry in all proper chan- 
nels in the latter’s effort to build up its 
foreign trade. Foreign trade helps to 
maintain steady employment. Foreign 
trade helps to eliminate the peaks and 
valleys of business cycles. Government 
needs this support of private enterprise in 
stimulating foreign trade. We must never 
forget that government is our servant— 
not our master. Its function is to assist 
private individuals, fairly, impartially, but 
practically — in their efforts to trade 
Abroad. 

If this philosophy that I have stated is 
sound, what is government’s job if it is 
to do its part in stimulating foreign trade? 

If there is to be any foreign trade, there 
must be peace in the world. There must be 
a feeling of security in the minds of the 
people not only in this country, but in 
other countries. We in this country today 
want peace. As we progress along the

road to peace we are learning some tough 
lessons. When the shooting war was over, 
we optimistically hoped that long before 
this the nations of the world would have 
peace treaties in their pockets, but this we 
know only too well is not the case. It may 
help us to remember that it took 13 years 
from the Declaration of Independence to 
have this country a going concern under 
the Constitution. It may well take an 
equal number of years before the United 
Nations is a practical, working body capa- 
ble of keeping the world at peace. 

I am convinced that ultimately we will 
achieve relative peace and security but in 
the meantime we must work hard to 
achieve this peace and be willing to pay 
for it. If we are to maintain our individ- 
ual freedom and opportunity for action we 
must consider that the winning of the 
peace is our personal responsibility under 
the leadership of the President. 

Freedom is everybody’s job. This job 
of maintaining our freedom of action in 
order that we can do business with indi- 
viduals or with other governments applies 
particularly to those of us who like to 
think we lead in our respective fields. Be- 
fore we can set up trading relations that 
will be of value to us in a business way, 
we must know that the peoples in the 
countries with whom we are dealing are 
free to deal with us, will receive our goods, 
pay for them and are themselves in a posi- 
tion where they feel it is advantageous for 
them to do business with us. Naturally 
we can also trade with or through other 
governments. I personally am one of those 
who feel that we should do business be- 
hind the iron curtain if we can without in 
any way compromising our ideals or with- 
out relinquishing any of the rights we 
have gained through our fighting efforts. 
If we do this trading, ultimately we may 
hope and pray for better relations with the 
peoples of those nations. 

To keep the peace as an essential to 
foreign trade we must consider the extent 
of our military aid to other nations. This 
was brought home to me most clearly at a 
small meeting in Washington last Spring 
when Premier Spaak of Belgium sat down 
with a few of us from Congress. He has 
since made public in a speech before the 
United Nations what he said to us at that 
time. He said, in substance, to us: “Rus- 
sia isn’t interested in Belgium. Russia is 
only interested in my country because it 
enables it to get nearer to you—to get 
a footing on the Atlantic seaboard. We 
haven’t in Belgium anything that Russia 
wants except that. If this is so, why isn’t 
it to your advantage to help us defend our- 
selves?” If the government decides in the 
interest of our own security that it be- 
comes our responsibility to help arm our 
friends in other countries, naturally it

will increase the tonnage we send abroad. 
Foreign trade in weapons is not the type 
of foreign trade in which you are inter- 
ested, or in which our government wants 
to be a party beyond the fundamental 
necessity of maintaining greater security 
in those countries where we want to do 

business. 

So, today the extent of our military ef- 
fort at home and the demand of other na- 
tions of the world for our military as- 
sistance is a direct concern of government 
in foreign trade. The part that private 
industry will play is to manufacture suffi- 
cient weapons here in the United States in 
order that government may ship those 
weapons and still have enough for our 
own military establishment. 

This brings us to a third consideration 
where government has a direct relations 
to foreign trade. That is the Economic 
Cooperation Administration. 

The ECA will undoubtedly go down in 
history as one of the greatest experiments 
ever tried. I believe sincerely that Con- 
gress was fully justified in viewing it as 
the best calculated risk to make sure that 
the European nations are going, self- 
supporting economic entities and at the 
same time give their freedom-loving citi- 
zens a chance to get their heads above 
water as self-respecting individuals. You 
who are interested in foreign trade in 
peacetime are vitally interested in making 
the ECA a success. If these other na- 
tions of the world with whom the ECA is 
in active contact become self supporting, 
economic entities and their citizens self- 
respecting individuals you have a better 
opportunity to trade with them. You can 
expect them to manufacture goods and 
produce raw commodities for which you 
can trade. 

I shall discuss briefly certain long-term 
volicies of our government that concern 
foreign trade by private business. The 
first. of course. is the tariff. How high 
should it be? How many reciprocal trade 
treaties are wise? Naturally, to enioy 
foreign trade, we must expect to be paid in 
goods: otherwise, we cannot always be 
paid for our exports. 

After the First World War we loaned 
the monev abroad to pay for the goods we 
shipped abroad. When our loans were ex- 
hausted, our gold balance increased. Those 
of other countries decreased and our trade 
diminished. I voted for reciprocal trade 
agreements, because I felt we were bet- 
ter off when we could disnose of our gonds 
in other markets. I believe in maintain- 
ing our standard of living. We must 





maintain it if we are to keen our peonle 
happv.

Director of the Export and Import Bureau, the organization's port and foreign trade development 
section, since 1926. He first started on the job on February |, 1920, with the Export and Import 
Board of Trade, one of the predecessor organizations of the Association of Commerce when that 
body was created in 1924. 

At various times Mr. Pouder has served as a Director of the American Association of Port 
Authorities (and for many years was Chairman of its Committee on Foreign Trade Zones and 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce), a trade advisor of the National Foreign Trade Council, and a 
member of the National Advisory Committee on the Foreign Service. He was also formerly a 
member of the Baltimore Aviation Commission. At one time a reporter on the Baltimore Sun, he 
has for a quarter of a century written extensively on ports, shipping and foreign trade for news- 
papers and magazines, and is now also executive editor of the magazine "Baltimore". 

Mr. Pouder is a graduate of Baltimore City College and of the Johns Hopkins University, and 
has been an instructor in foreign trade and shipping at the Johns Hopkins, the University of 
Maryland, and the Baltimore College of Commerce. He still gives frequent lectures at these and 
other schools, as well as many public talks on these subjects and on general business. 

He has also held many civic positions, acting as secretary of the Citizens Emergency Relief 
Committee and treasurer of the Baltimore Emergency Relief Commission in the 30's, and was 
Vice Chairman of the Maryland Committee on Wartime Transportation during the late war, and 
Baltimore Chairman for the Fifth War Loan Campaign. 

For years Mr. Pouder has worked on various large-scale projects for Baltimore, such as the 
improvement of the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal and the dredging of Baltimore channels 
and anchorages. He represented the City of Baltimore on the first voyage of the Baltimore Moil 
Line in 1931, making talks in various European cities, and also made the first air flight between 
Baltimore and Bermuda in 1936 aboard the British seaplane “Cavalier”, returning on Pan Ameri- 
can's "Bermuda Clipper”. 

He has also been a vigorous opponent of the St. Lawrence Seaway Project, and was one of the 
instigators of the Foreign Trade Zone movement in this country. After World War |, in which 
he served with the Army in France, and before going into civic work, he was employed for a time 
with the export and import house of E. C. Geyer and Company. 

Mr. Pouder has been secretary of the Baltimore Society of Consuls for twenty years. During 
World War II jobs he held included chairmanship of the Emergency Port Committee of Baltimore, 
chairman of the Commerce and Industry Section of the Baltimore Committee on Civilian Defense, 
and chief of the Information Section of the Baltimore Civilicn Mobilization Committee. As Acting 
Chairman, he helped to organize the Baltimore unit of the United Seamen's Service. He still 
operates as chairman of a special committee to facilitate the operations of the Port of Baltimore's 
handling of bulk cargoes, and supervises the operation of the Port of Baltimore offices in New 
York and Chicago. He is also helping with the organization of the new Baltimore Foreign Trade 
Forum, which held its first meeting December 17th. 

The Association of Commerce is Baltimore's principal business organization, with ten depart- 
ments dealing in all phases of the city's port, industrial and commercial life. It has divisions for 
port and export and import development, industry, traffic and transportation, sales and marketing, 
aviation, civic development, tourists, and publicity. There are 42 employees of the organization, 
including the out-of-town representatives. The Association is now engaged in developing a new 
large-scale program for port, industry and civic expansion, which is expected to be put into 
operation early this year. 

He is a native of Baltimore, being born there in 1896.

Synopsis of Recent Decisions

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS—U. S. 
CUSTOMS COURT 

ARTICLES—SUITABLE FOR 
articles consisted of 
sterling silver trays, 3% inches in diameter 
and % inches deep, each fitted into a flat 
wooden container made in the shape of a 
camel, the tray being held in place by an 
overhanging lip. The articles were classi- 
fied by the collector as smokers’ articles, 
dutiable at 60% under paragraph 1552 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, and were claimed by the 
importer to be dutiable at 324%2% under para- 
graph 397 as modified by the Mexican Trade 
Agreement, T.D. 50797, as articles or wares 
not specially provided for, composed wholly 
or in chief value of silver. The examiner 
testified that at the time he made his advi- 
sory classification of the merchandise he had 
no knowledge as to how they were used, but 
that in his opinion, based upon previous im- 
portations of smokers’ articles, and on Trea- 
sury decisions and Bureau letters, they were 
ash trays; ahd that he later received a con- 
firmation of his opinion from the Customs 
Information Exchange. The importer stated 
that the articles had been designed as coast- 
ers, that the silver part could be used as an 
ash tray or a coaster, that the articles were 
not suited for use as ash trays because they 
had no grooves in which to rest cigarettes; 
and that he had made some sales of the ar- 
ticles invoicing them erroneously as ash 
trays. There was other testimony that the 
articles were suitable for use and were used 
as ash trays in spite of the absence of a 
groove, and that although the trays were 
capable of being used as coasters, they were 
not suitable for such use because the bottom 
was smooth, as opposed to the usual rough 
bottom of coasters 

The Court held that the collector’s classi- 
fication of the merchandise as smokers’ ar- 
ticles, which was based upon the appraiser’s 
and the examiner's advisory classification, 
was presumptively correct, and that the im- 
porter had not overcome this presumption 
Whether or not an article is a smoker's ar- 
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ticle within the provisions of paragraph 1552 


SMOKERS’ 
USE—The imported

sence of cigarette 
grooves is not sut- ; 
ficient of itself to indicate that an article Is 
not chiefly used by smokers. Although the 
evidence furnished no proof of chief use, and 
little proof of actual use, nevertheless the 
articles are not particularly suitable for use 
coasters. The importer’s protest was 
overruled because the presumption of cor- 
rectness attaching to the collector's classi- 
fication was not overcome. (Imperial Gem 
Syndicate v. United States, Prot.

WATCHES — CASING-UP CHARGES— 


Watches were imported from Switzerland, 
and the invoice showed separately the 
values of the watch movements, the watch 
cases, and “casing-up expenses,” the latter 
representing the cost of fitting the move- 
ments into the cases. The movements are 


subject to specific rates of duty under the 
provisions of paragraph 367(a) of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as modified by the Swiss Trade 
Agreement, T.D. 48093, and the watch cases 
are subject to ad valorem rates of duty un- 


der paragraph 367(f), as so modified. The 
appraiser included one-half of the casing 
charge in the value of the cases, and the 
other half in the value of the movements 


The importer claimed that the entire casing 
charge should be included in the value of 


the movements. It was stipulated that if 
any part of the casing charge is properly 
distributable to the watch cases, the ap- 


praiser’s distribution of values was correct. 
The Court found the question interesting 
and novel. The Court stated that the casing 
charge is composed of the labor cost of com- 
bining the watch movements and the watch 
cases in order to make completed watches, 
and that this work is done by trained work- 
ers. The watch cases and the movements 
are made by different manufacturers, and 
the cases are delivered to the movement

manufacturer in a completed form, and 
preparatory to insertion of the movements 
it is necessary to take the cases apart. The 
process of assembly entails the combining 
of the various parts of the movements and, 
where necessary, clipping the stems to the 
proper length and attaching one end to the 
movements; then nipping the opposite end 
of the stems and affixing the crown to them. 
As a final step the cases are closed, this 
ranging from a simple to a fairly complex 
operation, depending upon the type of case. 
Considerable effort and time is devoted by 
a watch assembler in the performance of 
his work, both with respect to the watch 
cases and the watch movements. 

The Court held that if the watch cases 
and movements were imported separately, 
there would have been no casing charge. 
Since the cases and movements were assem- 
bled abroad, resultfng in a casing charge 
which the appraiser has distributed equally 
to the cases and the movements, to ignore 
said enhancement of the value of the cases 
as well as of the movements by combining 
them into entireties as watches would be 


to overlook one of the fundamental purposes 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, that is, the en- 
couragement of United States industries and 
protection of American labor. The Court 
therefore found that the appraiser properly 
included a portion of the casing-up charges 
in the value of the watch cases. (S. M. Pom- 
erance Co., Inc., for account of Norman M. 
Morris Watch Corp. v. United States, Reap. 
Dec. 155564-A. Decided December 3, 1948.

that other countries can send to us. If 
we do not adopt some such policy and 
maintain it, the flow of trade in our di- 
rection will cease when the money which 
we provide the other countries runs out. 

For the same reasons, our laws concern- 
ing foreign exchange and their adminis- 
tration must make it possible for other 
countries to pay us if it is within the 
realm of sound economics for them to do 
so. If it is found that gold as a medium 
of exchange can no longer exist in the 
best interests of all the nations, some 
other method of exchange between na- 
tions ig order to balance payments must 
be found. It may well be that the world 
will have to continue to resort to the old 
barter system of trade in some instances 
for some time to come. 

Until world economic conditions be- 
come more normal, those of us interested 
in foreign trade must always watch for 
embargoes of our goods by other govern- 
ments and contrariwise for export controls 
imposed by our government. The first in- 
volves a problem. for diplomacy tuo solve; 
the second one of supply of raw materials 
and their correct allocation here at home. 
Both questions directly concern the rela- 
tion of government to foreign trade by 
private business. 

Another question of government’s rela- 
tion to foreign trade is transportation. 
Before the war you were relying to a great 
extent on ships of foreign registration. 
During both World War I and World War 
II we built up quickly large merchant 
fleets. After World War I this merchant 
fleet was largely disbanded. After World 
War II we still have many ships in trade 
circles. If we are to trade, shipping in 
American bottoms as far as possible helps. 
Government subsidy of merchant shipping 
is inevitable in my opinion if we are to 
compete with the shipping of other na- 
tions, and have adequate bottoms with 
which to support our military establish- 
ment in time of war. 

At the present time, too, shipping by 
airplane has become a practical reality.

There again government enters, first in 
the construction of the planes, and second 
in subsidizing their operation. Army 
circles demand that, just as with merchant 
shipping, our privately-owned planes be 
built in such a fashion that they can be 
turned to the military in time of war. If 
planes are to be designed for these pur- 
poses, government control of construction 
will enter. If planes cannot be operated 
across the oceans to compete with planes 
of other nations that are now operated un- 
der government corporations, we must 
again, as with merchant shipping, expect 
government to make it possible for us to 
compete. In all these problems of trans- 
portation, the policies of our government 
directly concern you who are interested in 
foreign trade. 

There is another consideration of gov- 
ernment’s concern with foreign trade. 
Perhaps it is theoretical, but it is im- 
portant. We have always considered our- 
selves, and we probably are, the best edu- 
cated nation in the world. But, we have 
just begun to understand the need for 
more education of our people in all sec- 
tions of our country. We need first to 
understand ourselves. This can only come 
when there is better education of all peo- 
ple. From a better understanding of our- 
selves comes the understanding of peoples 
in other lands. How many times have I 
heard in my brief stay in Washington of 
the refusals of certain nations to take our 
goods because they do not fill their needs. 
Because we use one type of water pump 
or one type of fishing boat in this country. 
it does not mean that other peoples use the 
same type of pump or boat. 

Perhaps if they understood their ad- 
vantages as we understand them, they 
would gladly use them, but they don’t. 
Therefore, if we are to trade with the 
people of that country in those articles, 
we first have to supply them with what 
they want, then educate them to the point 
that we have something better to sell than 
what we have delivered. This means that 


in the world leadership we have assumed

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


Linseed Oil—The International Emergency 
Food Committee of the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization has removed linseed oil 
from the list of commodities under interna- 
tional allocation control. 

Fats and Oils—The Production and Mar- 
keting Administration of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will grant to applicants 
before the end of this year authorizations 
for the importation into the United States 
of 4,500 metric tons of coconut oil from Cey- 
lon and Malaya; 4,500 tons of high lauric 
oils from Portuguese areas, Ifalian Africa, 
and Liberia; and 3,000 tons of palm oil front 
the Belgian Congo. The PMA also has an- 
nounced the following balances from previ- 
ous recommended allocations for which no 
import authorizations have been issued yet: 
7,921 tons of palm oil from the Netherlands 
East Indies and Portuguese areas; 1,000 tons 
of rapeseed oil from Canada and China; and 
100 tons of liquid edible oil from Portuguese 


Africa. 

Fats and Oils—The Production and Mar- 
keting Administration of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will issue authoriza- 
tions under War Food Order 63 for the im- 
portation of fats ond oils during the first 
quarter of 1949. The PMA has also an- 
nounced that it will issue authorizations for 
the importation of 5,000 metric tons of palm 
kernel oil or palm kernels (oil equivalent) 
and 1,500 metric tons of olive oil. These 
quantities of palm oil are in addition to 
those announced by PMA on November 10, 
1948. 

Meat Products—The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture is considering amending the Federal 
Meat Inspection Regulations issued under 
section 306, Tariff Act of 1930, by adding 
Poland to the list of countries specified in 
these regulations from which certain meats, 
meat food products, and meat by-products 
may be imported into the United States.

IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 
GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


France—Customs officials at New York 
have been asking importers of articles ex- 
ported from France since September 25, 1948, 
and subject to ad valorem rates of duty to 
increase their entered value by 10 per cent. 
This is due to a “production tax” which is 
imposed in France, and which United States 
Customs authorities are investigating to see 
whether it should be added to the value on 
which duty is assessed. Pending this deter- 
mination, importers are required to deposit 
the duty based on the higher value, or to 
furnish a bond for withheld appraisement. 

Mexico—On October 12, 1948, the Mexican 
Government established official valuations 
for 479 of the most important “fractions” on 
its export tariff. The ad valorem portion of 
the export duty and also the new additional 
15 per cent ad valorem export surtax will be 
levied on these 479 “fractions” on the basis 
of these official valuations, or on the invoice 
price, whichever is higher. In the case of 
the remaining “fractions” of the export tar- 
iff for which official valuations have not yet 
been established, the ad valorem duties will 
continue to be assessed on the invoice value. 

In addition, a license from the Mexican 
Government is required for the exportation 
of approximately 300 items, including hides 
and skins, grains and feedstuffs, raw cotton, 
henequen, wood and lumber, oilseeds, and 
fats and oils. 

Japan—The Money and Banking Branch, 
Finance Division, Economic and Scientific 
Section, of the Supreme Commander for the 
Allied Powers (SCAP) in Tokyo, Japan, is 
reminding American importers that they 
should not send commercial credits direct to 
Japanese suppliers. The SCAP authorities 
point out that the correct procedure for 
making payment to such suppliers is the 
following: 

“1) All export letters of credit, either mail 
or cable credits, opened in favor of benefi- 
ciaries in Japan must be advised through 
SCAP—licensed foreign banks only; 2) All 
settlements in connection with limited pri- 
vate foreign trade transactions where pay- 
ment of export commodities, samples, etc., 
are made by checks, drafts or remittance 
from within Japan or outside Japan, must 
be made out to the order of the SCAP Com- 
mercial Account for account of shipper, and 
3) All mail, mail transfers, checks or cable 
remittances to Japan for other than foreign 
trade transactions must be effected through 
authorized remittance channels only, namely 
SCAP licensed foreign banks in Japan.” 

Foreign Trade Zones—The Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners for the City of Los An- 
geles, California, has applied to the Foreign- 
Trade Zones Board for a grant to establish 


and operate a foreign-trade zone at that 
port. The Examiners’ Committee of the For- 
eign-Trade Zones Board will hold a public 
hearing on this application in Los Angeles 
on November 30, 1948. 

The Port of Seattle Commission has also 
applied for a grant to establish a foreign- 
trade zone in Seattle, Washington; and an 
Examiners’ Committee of the Board will 
hold hearings on this application in Seattle 
beginning December 3, 1948. 

Hearings on Trade Agreements—-The Com- 
mittee for Reciprocity Information and the 
U. S. Tariff Commission have been holding 
separate public hearings in Washington 
since December 7, 1948, in connection with 
the approaching trade agreement negotia- 
tions which are scheduled to be held in Ge- 
rieva beginning April 11, 1949. These hear- 
ings will continue until December 14, 1948 
The National Council of American Importers 
submitted a statement to the Committee for 
Reciprocity Information in which it re- 
quested that when the “Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1948” expires on June 394, 
1949, the reciprocal trade agreements pro- 
gram be returned to its original basis and 
extended for at least a five-year period. 


Double Taxation—In Washington on De- 
cember 1, 1948, the United States and The 
Netherlands formally exchanged the instru- 
ments of ratification of the convention be 
tween these two countries for the avoidance 
of double taxation ané the prevention of fis 
cal evasion with respect to taxes on income 
and certain other taxes. This convention 
was signed in Washington on April 29, 1948, 
and in accordance with its provisions it be- 
came effective retroactively on and from 
January 1, 1947. On the same day, instru- 
ments of ratification of a similar convention 
signed May 6, 1948, were exchanged between 
the United States and Denmark. This con- 
vention became effective retroactively on 
and from January 1, 1948, with respect to 
United States taxes, and retroactively on 
and from April 1, 1948, with respect to 
Danish taxes. 

China—Ratifications of the Treaty of 
Friendship, Commerce and Navigation be- 
tween the United States and China were ex- 
changed at Nanking on November 30, 1948, 
and the treaty became effective on that date 
This treaty is basically similar to treaties 
of friendship, commerce, and navigation 
now in force between the United States and 
various other countries. It contains articles 
relating to rights of individuals and corpo 
rations, exchange of goods, navigation, and 
other general matters. Under its provisions, 
it will remain in force for five years from 
the day it becomes effective, and will re-

main in force thereafter subject to termina- 
tion on one year’s notice by either govern- 
ment, 

Germany—New and simplified export con- 
trol procedures have recently been put into 
effect by the Joint Export-Import Agency 
(JEIA) to govern the exportation of most 
commodities from the United States and 
British zones of occupation in Germany. 
Effective December 1, 1948, the exportation 
of all except ten named commodities is per- 
mitted without reference to JEIA; and the 
exportation of all except twenty other com- 
modities may be made without reference to 
the Administration for Economics (Verwal- 
tung fuer Wirtschaft), the top German 
agency concerned with foreign trade in the 
Bizone as a whole. Export contracts for un- 
restricted commodities will be negotiated in 
accordance with the customs of the trade, 
and without the prior approval of JEIA or 
vVfW. Exporters are required to observe cer- 
tain other general regulations, including the 
registration of their export shipment in ad- 
vance with a German foreign trade bank, 
which will be responsible for insuring that 
payment for exports to the United States is 
made in dollars to an account of the Military 
Governments, in accordance with JETIA reg- 


ulations. 

Some of the restricted items requiring 
JEIA approval for export are: fertilizers, 
pig iron, foodstuffs and seeds, timber, iron 


and steel scrap, high speed technical bear- 
ings, raw precious metals, solid fuel, and 
ship building and repair. Items requiring 


the approal of VfW only are textile raw ma- 
terials and yarns, 
and other rare earth, 


hides dnd skins, kaolin 
and certain other raw 


materials and semi-manufactured products. 
No consumer goods are included on ejther 
of these two lists which require prior ap- 
proval before exportation. 

For the time being, and until further no- 
tice, these new procedures do not apply to 
exports from the U. S., U. K., and French 
sectors in Berlin and to the French Zone of 
Occupation. Prior to October 18, 1948, the 
foreign trade of the French Zone was un- 
der the exclusive jurisdiction of the French 
occupation authorities through their Office 
du Commerce Exterieur (OFICOMEX) at 
Baden-Baden. On that date, a Fusion Agree- 
ment was effected between JEIA and 
OFICOMEX, on the basis of which the 
OFICOMEX is to become the branch office 
of JEIA for the French Zone, and JEIA pro- 
cedures and policies are to be extended to 
the French Zone by December 31, 1948. Ef- 
fective December 15, 1948, the military per- 
mits required for entry into the United 
States, British, and French Zones of Occupa- 
tion in Germany may be obtained in Wash- 
ington from the Civilian Joint Control 
Board. Up to the present time, military per- 
mits for entry into the French Zone had to 
be obtained from Paris. Effective December 
15 also, certain small fees will be charged 
for the issuance of military permits. 

Import Statistics—-Preliminary figures is- 
sued by the Bureau of the Census show gen- 
eral imports in October, 1948, valued at 
$597,200,000, in contrast to $491,600,000 in 
October, 1947. Imports for consumption in 
October, 1948, amounted to $601,600,000 as 
compared to $504,900,000 in October, 1947. 
These preliminary figures have not been ad- 
justed for changes in price levels.

which United States tariff concessions might be considered in the forthcoming negotia- 
tions with nine of the 11 countries regarding which notice of intention to negotiate was 
given and lists were published by the Committee on November 5, 1948. Those countries 
are: Denmark, the Dominican Republic, Finland, Greece, Haiti, Italy, Peru, Sweden, and 
Uruguay. No supplementary lists have been issued for the remaining two countries, El 
Salvador and Nicaragua. 

No United States tariff concessions will be considered in the forthcoming negotiations, 
on any article not appearing on one of the lists published November 5, or on one of the 
lists published at this time, unless it is subsequently included in a future supplementary 
list. These lists are published in advance of the negotiations, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Executive Order No. 10004 of October 5, 1948. 

In the case of articles with respect to which imports from Cuba are entitled to prefer- 
ential treatment, a modification of the rate in the negotiations will involve the elimina- 
tion, reduction, or continuation of the preference, perhaps with an adjustment or specifica- 
tion of the rate applicable to the Cuban product. The situation will be comparable in the 
case of products on which the United States enjoys a preference in Cuba and with respect 
to which Cuba might negotiate with any other country. 

The Interdepartmental Committee for Reciprocity Information also announced that 
public hearings in connection with products appearing on the new lists and with U. S. 
exports to countries with which the U. S. intends to negotiate, will open January 25, 1949; 
applications to appear at those hearings and written briefs and statements will be re- 
ceived until January 18, 1949. These hearings are held under Section 4 of the Trade 
Agreements Act of 1934, as amended, which proviles that any interested person shall have 
opportunity to present his views on any proposed trade agreement before its conclusion. 
Executive Order No. 10004 designates the Committee for Reciprocity Information as the 
agency to receive these views and to transmit them to the interdepartmental trade-agree- 
ments organization. 

The new lists of products made public have been transmitted by the President to the 
Tariff Commission as is required by the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1948. Under 
that act the Commission must investigate, hold hearings, and report to the Presilent in not 
more than 120 days, with regard to each item on the lists, (1) the extent to which United 
States tariff or other import restrictions may be reduced without causing or threatening 
serious injury to a domestic industry producing like or similar articles; and (2) what, if 
any, additional import restrictions are required in order to prevent such injury. 

The Tariff Commission has announced hearings on the articles covered in the new 
lists to run concurrently with the hearings of the Committee for Reciprocitv Information 
Information submitted to the Tariff Commission. other than that accepted by the Commis- 
sion as confidential, will be made available to the trade-agreements organization through 
the Committee for Reciprocity Information. Therefore, persons not wishine to present 
any information in addition to that which thev present to the Tariff Commission may, but 
need not, appear before the Committee for Reciprocity Information. However, persons 
wishing to present additional information concerning possible import concessions. or views 
with respect to export concessions to be obtained by the United States, should appear 
before the Committee for Reciprocitv Information. 

Inclusion of a given article on any of the lists does not necessarily mean that a con- 
cession will be made on that article. The Trade Agreements Committee will make its 
recommendations to the President only after the trade-agreements organization has 
studied all the information received from the Tariff Commission and from the Committee 
for Reciprocity Information, as well as all other available data. Actual making of conces- 
sions will depend, of course, on the outcome of the negotiations. 

The lists published November 5 and December 17 are based upon the lancuage of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, but do not show existing rates of duty on the listed products. These 
rates are shown in United States Import Duties (1948) and Supplement 1 thereto (PR.1015)

TRADE CONDITIONS & PROS- 
PECTS—DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


The Dominican Kepublic, characterized 
by an export balance and a sound interna- 
tional financial position, continues to offer 
prospects for increased purchases of Ameri- 
can exports. The approach to economic de- 
velopment followed by the Republic and 
world demand for its agricultural products 
have enabled the country to secure foreign 
exchange more than sufficient for payment 
of imported goods. To date no foreign ex- 
change shortage such as has been charac- 
teristic of most other Latin American coun- 
tries has developed. While the granting 
of foreign exchange is subject to official 
approval, the latter is granted largely as 
a formality, except in certain special cir- 
cumstances. General advantages have ac- 
crued to the Republic through development 
of agricultural resources. No general large 
scale effort for industrial development has 
heen made. 


TAX COMMITTEE’S PROGRAM 


A number of legislative proposals, treat- 
ies, and Treasury Department rulings, af- 
fecting American foreign business will be 
considered by the NEFTC’s Tax Committee 
through 1949.

MEXICAN IMPORT LICENSES 

Information has just arrived in_ this 
country that on October 13, 1948, a decree 
was issued by the Mexican exchange and 
import authorities adding 35 tariff classi- 
fications to the list of items requiring im- 
port licenses. In addition, seven tariff frac- 
tions were added to the export list requir- 
ing licenses. The new order was promul- 
gated pursuant to a decree of March 22, 
1948, authorizing additions to and deletions 
from the list of items requiring export and 
import permits. The new items are, there- 
fore, additions to the list of September 11. 
The decree was made effective immediately, 
and it is understood that no provision was 
made for goods in transit. The United 
States Embassy in Mexico City is attempt- 
ing to obtain an exemption for the latter. 


TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS 

E. A. Emerson, Chairman of the Travel 
Committee, of the National Foreign Trade 
Council, testified in Washington in behalf 
of Senator Brewster's Bill S-2886, before the 
Subcommittee on Immigration and Natural- 
ization of the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate. 

This Bill would amend the Alien Regi- 
stration Act of 1940 by authorizing the 
President to conclude executive travel 
agreements with governments of non-quota 
countries for the reciprocal waiving of 
travel visas and would also decentralize 
the issuance of United States passports by 
authorizing their issuance through the ap- 
proximately 400 offices of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service under regula- 
tions to be prescribed by the Secretary of 
State. Non-quota countries are the inde- 
pendent nations of the Western Hemisphere.

PROPOSED TAX TREATY—ITALY 


Preliminary discussions concerning in- 
come and estate tax treaties between the 
United States and Italy, will be held in the 
near future according to a Department of 
State announcement.

RATIFICATION OF TAX 
CONVENTION—NETHERLANDS 


The United States and The Netherlands, 
on December 1, 1948, formally exchanged 
instruments of ratification of the Conven- 
tion for the avoidance of double taxation, 
signed in Washington, April 29, 1948. The 
Convention became effective retroactively 
on and from January 1, 1947. 

The general purpose of the convention 
is the elimination, so far as practicable, of 
double taxation which otherwise would re- 
sult from the imposition and collection by 
the two Governments of taxes upon the 
same income.

CORN, RYE & FLOUR—NO EXPORT LICENSE 


Shipments of corn, rye and rye flour to countries in the Western Hemisphere and to 
the Philippine Islands will not require export licenses beginning December 24. Decision 
to relax export controls over shipments of these commodities to the areas named was 
made because of an improvement in the domestic supply. It was pointed out that licenses 
will continue to be required for shipments of corn, rye, and rye flour to destinations other 
than those in the Western Hemisphere and the Philippines.

BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN 


The British Token Import Plan will be continued in the United States during 1949, 
the Department of Commerce announced. The decision of the British Government to con- 
tinue the plan is being announced simultaneously by the OIT and the British Board of 


Trade. 
LARD—MEXICO 


Extension of an agreement with the Mexican Government under which an agency of 
that Government is the sole importer of lard from the United States, was announced 
recently. The arrangement enables the Government of Mexico to subsidize the distribu- 
tion of lard in that country. 

Licenses to ship lard to Mexico during the first quarter of 1949 will again be granted 
to United States exporters who hold accepted orders from Nacional Distribuidora, an 
agency of the Mexican Government, which will be the only authorized consignee. 


EXPORT LICENSE REVOKED 


All export license privileges of the Superior Packing Company, 547 East 18ist. Street, 
New York, N. Y., and its sole owner, Minos K. Zongos, have been suspended for one year, 
following violation of export control regulations. They submitted a false list of donors 
when applying for export licenses for multiple gift shipments to Italy. Mr. Zongos, as 
proprietor of the accused company, did not contest the charges. 


EXPORTS TO INDIA 


The Government of India has extended the validity periods of two classes of licenses 
authorizing imports from the United States which were delayed in shipment because of 
longshoremen’s strike. In one class are import licenses which normally expire six months 
after their dates of issue. Under the extension granted by the Indian Government, any of 
these licenses which would have expired on or after October 15 are now valid for ship- 
ments leaving United States ports through December 31. 

Licenses of the other class, covering imports into India of steel commodities, are 
issued for specific 6-month periods without reference to their dates of issue. Such licenses, 
issued for imports during the last six months in 1948, are now valid for shipments leaving 
the United States through March 31, 1949. No extensions are necessary for other types of 
licenses, since they are issued for longer periods of time. 


TWINE, CORD, ETC.—EXPORTS MODIFIED 


Former restrictions barring the export of certain types of twine and cord and certain 
grades of manila and sisal fibers have been modified to permit the shipment abroad of 
these commodities. During the remainder of this year licenses will be issued for exports 
of binder and baler twine and for grades of manila and sisal fibers not suitable for stock- 
piling. No fixed quotas have been set for these items as improved supply conditions now 
permit normal movement abroad. 

Export licenses still will be required, however, because of possible abrupt changes in 
supply and demand. Before this announcement licenses authorizing export of these com- 
modities were issued only in cases of hardship. Manila and sisal cords and twines, also 
previously withheld from export, may now be shipped abroad under specific export quotas

RATES OF DUTIES, ETC.—CUSTOM HOUSE GUIDE 


This is to remind our readers that when referring to Rates of Duty in the Alphabetical 
Tariff Section (Pink) of the new CUSTOM HOUSE GUIDE, they should keep in mind the 
colored insert marked “Important Rates not Effective.” This covers a few commodities 
that were in the Chilean Agreement, and as Chile did not sign the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (Geneva), the reduced rates indicated in the GUIDE did not become 
effective. We suggest that our readers immediately turn to those few paragraphs and 
make the proper notations—that is, remove the lower trade agreement rate, leaving the 
old rate effective. Failure to do this has resulted in the use of the new rates by some 
of our readers. 

Page 86—The heading on this page now reads “Domestic Freight Forwarders—Con- 
tinued” ... This is an error; it should read, “Custom House Brokers—Continued.” 


Page 649—A correction: Chinaware. decorated, n/u 25% calcium bone; the rate should 
be 50¢ a dozen, n/u 45% and n/o 70%, in place of the 25% now shown. 

Page &24—Staple Fiber—Paragraph should be 1302 instead of 1313 and the rate should 
be under Trade Agreement (X-20%). The 1313 now shown as a Paragraph refers only to 
a definition as to what constitutes rayon, etc. 

We would like to further caution our readers that when there is any question regard- 
ing a rate in the alphabetical section, they should always refer to the particular Paragraph 
in the Tariff Act Section and check one against the other and ascertain the proper rate. 

It is to be expected that, in reprinting an entirely new alphabetical section with so 
many thousands of changes, errors will occur. If and when our readers find any errors 
we would appreciate their advising us in order that we may publish the correction in our 
next BULLETIN and correct our next edition of the GUIDE. John F. Budd, Editor. 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—AIRPORTS OF ENTRY 


Page 1190 

The C. A. A. Field, Juneau, Alaska, and the Sky Harbor Seaplane Base, Duluth, Min- 
nesota, are hereby redesignated as airports of entry for civil aircraft and merchandise 
carried thereon arriving from places outside the United States, as defined in section 9 
(b) of the Air Commerce Act of 1926 (U. S. C. title 49, sec. 179 (b)), effective November 1, 
1948, without time limit. 

The list of airports of entry in section 6.12, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, 
Cum. Supp., 6.12) as amended, is hereby further amended to include the locations and 
names of these airports. The list of temporary airports of entry in section 6.13, Customs 
Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., 6.13) as amended, is hereby further amended 
ad a the locations, names, and dates and periods of designations of the airports 
nvolve 

Notice of the proposed redesignations of these airports as airports of entry without 
time limit was published in the Federal Register on October 12, 1948 (13 F. R. 5952), 
pursuant to the provisions of section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 
1003). The redesignations of these airports shall be effective on November 1, 1948, the 
deluyed effective date requirements of section 4 (c) of the Administrative Procedure Act 
being dispensed with because of the expiration of the previous designations prior to the 
expiration of 30 days after the publication hereof. The redesignations of these airports 
are based on a determination that a sufficient need exists to justify such redesignations 
and the redesignations are made for the purpose of providing for convenient compliance 
with customs requirements. [T.D. 52081]

CLASSIFICATION 

Antifriction balls and rollers; metal balls and rollers commonly used in ball or roller 
bearings.—The provision in paragraph 321, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified pursuant to the 
Swedish trade agreement (T. D. 47785), for “meta balls and rollers commonly used in ball 
or roller bearings” describes certain types of antifriction balls and rollers made of metal 
and, being more specific than the provision in that paragraph, as modified pursuant to the 
General Agreements on Tariffs and Trade (T. D. 51802), for “antifriction balls and rollers” 
which describes antifriction balls and rollers of all kinds, prevails over it. Accordingly, 
metal antifriction balls and rollers of types commonly used in articles known as ball or 
roller bearings are classifiable under the former provision and any metal antifriction balls 
and rollers of types not commonly so used are classifiable under the latter provision.

Household coffee and pepper mills are not “household food grinding or cutting utensils 
other than meat or food choppers” within the meaning of paragraph 339, Tariff Act of 
1930, as modified pursuant to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. Coffee and 
pepper are not considered to be food for tariff purposes. Bureau letter to collector of 
customs, New York, New York, October 12, 1948. (424.18) 

A gasoline welding and cutting torch, consisting of a torch head with an electric 
heating device used only when starting the torch, nozzles, a small pressure tank equipped 
with a hand pump, valves and a pressure gauge, a length of hose, and a length of electric 
cable, is dutiable under paragraph 397, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, at 22% percent ad 
valorem, and not under paragraph 353, as modified, at 15 percent ad valorem. As this 
ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a rate higher than has heretofore been 
assessed under a uniform practice, it shall be applied only to such or similar merchandise 
entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after December 
tualoer Bureau letter to collector of customs, Duluth, Minnesota, November 1, 1948.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Sale of unclaimed, abandoned, or forfeited tobacco products of domestic origin.—In 
view of the last sentence of paragraph 1615 (f), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, domestic 
manufactured tobacco (not including manufacturers of tobacco) shall not be sold as 
unclaimed or abandoned merchandise for less than the equivalent of the internal-revenue 
tax on like tobacvo of foreign origin, plus an amount to cover charges having priority 
over duties (section 20.6, Customs Regulations of 1943). The internal-revenue stamps in 
payment of the duty shall be affixed before release of the tobacco sold, but customs in- 
spection stamps are not required. 

Domestic manufacturers of tobacco which are sold as unclaimed abandoned, or for- 
feited, and domestic manufactured tobacco which is sold as forfeited, shall be sold under 
the same conditions as other merchandise subject to duty only. Customs inspection 
stamps, but not internal-revenue stamps, shall be affixed before release. Bureau letter 
to collector of customs, Tampa, Florida, October 7, 1948.

Exclusion of Swiss turnover tax from foreign walue.—The so-called turnover tax 
imposed by the Swiss law of July 29, 1941/November 27, 1945, as amended to, and in force 
on, January 31, 1946, is not apart of foreign value as defined by section 402 (c), Tariff 
Act of 1930.

(f) A claim for the free entry of an article under paragraph 1811 on the basis of 
antiquity may be made on the entry or filed subsequent thereto at any time before the 
release of the article from customs custody, if the collector is satisfied that it was not 
imported for sale, or, if imported for sale, at any time before the examination of the 
article for the purpose of appraisement or classification has begun. No claim shall be 
entertained, nor shall evidence as to the antiquity of the article be considered, unless 
submitted within that time.

MARKING OF COUNTRY OF ORIGIN—PRODUCTS OF SAAR 


The Department of State has informed the: Treasury Department that the United 
States Government has recognized the de facto separation of the Saar trom Germany 
and the incorporation of its economy with that of France subject to confirmation by the 
final Peace Treaty. This de facto recognition of the economic union does not imply any 
recognition of the political incorporation of the Saar Territory with that of France, 
which action has not been attempted. 

Articles manufactured or produced in the Saar shall be regarded as manufactures 
or products of “France-Saar Economic Union” for the purposes of the marking provisions 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

Products of the Saar shall hereafter be marked to indicate that “France-Saar Eco- 
nomic Union” is the country of origin, except that marking to indicate Germany as the 
country of origin of products of the Saar may be accepted on articles arriving in the 
United States before Feb. 25, 1949. 

T. D. 47639 (1) is superseded, and the entry for the Saar in item 3 of Bulletin of 
Marking Rulings—3 shall be changed to conform with this decision. [T.D. 52089] 


CONVERSION OF CURRENCY—URUGUAYAN PESO 

Reference is made to T. D. 49899, July 26, 1939, in which it was stated that the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York was certifying, pursuant to section 522 (c), Tariff 
Act of 1930, two rates for the Uruguayan peso, designated “controlled” and “noncon- 
trolled”; that the amount of estimated duties to be deposited should be determined by 
the use of the controlled rate; that liquidation of entries involving the conversion of 
the Uruguayan peso should be suspended; and that in the meantime only that rate for 
the Uruguayan peso to be used in estimating duties would appear in the Treasury 
Decisions. 

Beginning July 30, 1948, the Federal Reserve Bank of New York omitted rates for 
the Uruguayan peso from the list of rates certified daily to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The Bank has advised the Treasury Department that for dates on and after October 18, 
1948, it will certify daily four separate rates for the Uruguayan peso, which rates are 
without descriptive titles but will be identified by the letters (n), (b), (ce) and (d), with 
a notation that the application of the rates depends upon the type of merchandise. The 
Bank further states that, upon request, it will certify the four rates for dates during 
the interim period from July 31 to October 15, 1948. 

Pending the issuance of instruction for the conversion of the Uruguayan peso into 
United States dollars for the purposes of appraisement and liquidation, only the highest 
of the four certified rates (i. e., the rate showing the highest amount of United States 
money per peso) will be published in the Treasury Decisions and that rate shall be used 
solely for the purpose of calculating estimated duties. [T.D. 52086] 


U. S. CUSTOMS INWARD FOREIGN MANIFEST 


Reference is made to the C/L 2630, October 4, 1948, advising that the revised issue of 
customs Form 7527-A, printed in July 1948, is available for use. 

It has been brought to the Bureau's attention that quite a few carriers have stocks 
of the inward foreign manifest forms on hand which were acceptable under section 
4.7 (a), Customs Regulations of 1943, prior to its amendment by Treasury Decision 52040, 
approved August 31, 1948, and that it would be a hardship to require them to purchase 
or print supplies of the revised issue of customs Form 7527-A for immediate use. In 
view of this situation, such carriers may be permitted to use the manifest forms which 
have previously been accepted by the United States customs until their present stocks 
are exhausted, but in no case after November 1, 1949. 

In printing supplies of the revised issue of Form 7527-A, some steamship lines may 
desire to include additional columns on the right-hand side for their own use. There 
will be no objection to this, provided that the portion of the form containing such 
columns is detached before the manifest portion, which must conform to customs Form 
7527-A in size, wording, arrangement, and quality and color of paper, is presented to 
the customs officer. 

This instruction does not apply to Form 7527-B, the small-sized inward manifest. 
Revisions of that form, described in the Bureau’s Circular Letter No. 2630, are so slight 
that it is not deemed advisable to require the use of the revised (June 1948) issue until 
supplies of the prior (1942) issue are exhausted. (C/L 2630, Supplement No. 1)

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 percent of the duties 
paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in the 
custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is also allowable 
upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United States with the 
use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts: flavoring extracts; medicinal 
or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol 
on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on 
which processing or excise tax has been paid.

All tar crudes declined in production in 1946 compared with 
1945; benzene, to 136 million gallons, or 13 percent less than in 1945; naphthalene, to 
242 million pounds, or 16 percent less; and cresote oil, to 136 million gallons or 14 percent 
less. On the other hand, chemical raw materials from petroleum and natural gas, chiefly 
aliphatic hydrocarbons, continued to increase in production, rising to 3.5 billion pounds, 
compared with 3.3 billion in 1945. 

As a result of the reduced output of medicinals, rubber-processing chemicals, elas- 
tomers, plasticizers, and miscellaneous chemicals, production of all synthetic organic 
chemicals (intermediates and finished products) declined slightly (3.2 percent) in 1946 
compared with 1945. In terms of percentages the decline was greatest for plasticizers 
(32 percent); in terms of quantity it was greatest for miscellaneous chemicals (648 
million pounds). The output of all synthetic organic chemicals in 1946 was 14.2 billion 
pounds; sales were 9.5 billion pounds, valued at 1.9 billion dollars. About 33 percent of 
the total reported output was consumed in producing plants. 

Included in the report are data on United States imports of products entered in 
1946 under paragraphs 27 and 28 of the Tariff Act of 1930. These paragraphs cover 
coal-tar intermediates, dyes, medicinals, flavor and perfume materials, and other finished 
coal-tar chemicals. Over 550 manufacturers reporting on more than 6,000 products, 
cooperated in this survey of the synthetic organic chemical industry. Copies of the 
report, Synthetic Organic Chemicals, United States Production and Sales, 1946 (Report 
No. 159, Second Series), may be purchased from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., at 45 cents each.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


CANADA AND MEXICO—Effective January 1, 1949, the air mail postage rate to 
Canada and Mexico will be increased to 6 cents for each ounce, except that the rate for 
post cards sent by air mail to those countries will be 4 cents each. 

BRITISH WEST INDIES—Articles have been observed in the mails addressed simply 
to “British West Indies” or “B.W.1.” as the country of destination, This form of address 
is insufficient, as the name of the island is necessary in order that the articles may be 
dispatched to the proper destination. 

HONG KONG NOT A PART OF CHINA—Considerable mail matter, particularly air 
parcels, is being mailed addressed to “Hong Kong, China.” Hong Kong is a British 
colony and is not a part of China. Articles for that destination should bear simply 
“Hong Keng” as country of address. Air parcel post packages for Hong Kong should 
be prepaid at the postage rate applicable to Hong Kong and not the rates for China. 

NAURU—Postage rates applicable to surface parcel post packages for Nauru Island 
in the Pacific have been increased. 

ARAB—Effective at once, unregistered letters and post cards will be accepted for 
dispatch to the following places in Palestine under Arab control, viz: Jerusalem, Jenin, 
Jericho, Nablus, Ramallah, and Tulkarem. Articles may be sent by air if prepaid 25 
cents per half-ounce (10 cents each for air-letter sheets). Letters may weigh up to 4 
pounds 6 ounces and may contain merchandise. 

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN SUDAN—Dutiable articles (merchandise) may now be sent in 
letters and packages prepaid at the letter rate of postage addressed to Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan. ‘There must be affixed to the address side of each such letter or package a 
green label Form 2976 (Cl). The paper form of Customs declaration (Form 2976-A) 
properly completed by the sender or an invoice must also be enclosed therein, 

JAPAN--—The entry of merchandise in commercial quantities for missionaries or 
church workers in Japan is subject to the licensing regulations generally applicable to 
commercial imports. 

DIAMONDS—Effective December 15, 1948, the regulations of the Office of International 
l'rade, Department of Commerce, will require that all shipments of loose diamonds 
must be inspected and sealed by the Collector of Customs at New York, N. Y., before 
being offered for mailing to a foreign destination. 

Therefore, effective December 15, 1948, loose diamonds in any form (except cut gem 
diamonds, i.e., diamonds cut to be set in jewelry), will not be accepted for mailing to 
any foreign destination unless they have been inspected by the collector of customs at 
New York, N. Y., and the unbroken seal of that official appears on each package or 
parcel. These instructions do not apply to diamonds forming a part of industrial tools. 

NIGERIA—Import licenses must be obtained by the addressees in Nigeria for all 
parcels, including gifts. 

CYPRUS—Addressees in Cyprus of all commercial parcels, and of gift parcels exceed- 
ing $4 in value, are required to obtain import licenses. Parcels will, therefore, not be 
accepted for mailing to Cyprus unless the senders have marked the wrappers either 
“Gift parcel—Value under $4” or “Addressee has obtained import license.” 

COLOMBIA—Effective December 15, 1948, the air parcel-post service to Colombia 
will be extended to include insured parcels. Air parcels may not be sent collect-on- 
delivery to Colombia. 

Streptomycin in any amount is prohibited in the mails to France (including Monaco), 
unless forwarded through the facilities of the “Groupement d’Importation des Produits 
Sen ee —,. whose representative in the United States is located at 44 Beaver Street, 
New York 4, N. Y.

COLOMBIA—Colombian authorities require that an import license be secured in 
advance by the addressees of samples of merchandise, printed matter, and 8-ounce mer- 
chandise packages. The only exceptions are single subscription or gift copies of books 
and periodicals, and small quantities of postage stamps exchanged by philatelists. 

TREATMENT OF INDIVIDUAL EXPORT LICENSES AT POST OFFICE—In ac 
cordance with the export-control regulations of the Office of International Trade, Depart 
ment of Commerce (formerly the Foreign Economic Administration), exporters of 
merchandise requiring individual export licenses must surrender the license at the post 
office when the relative shipments are made. Information as to what articles and 
materials require an individual license may be obtained from the Office of International 
Trade, Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., or from a Commerce Depart- 
ment Field Office. The New York Field Office is in the Empire State Building, 350 Fifth 
Avenue (telephone LOngacre 3-7000). 

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—Requires that import licenses be obtained by the ad- 
dresses to take delivery of commercial shipments containing certain types of merchan- 
dise, regardless of value. It is recommended that prospective shippers ascertain in 
advance of mailing whether their addressees possess the necessary import license, pro- 
vided one is required. No import licenses are required for bona fide gift shipments not 
exceeding 5 pounds (about $20) in value, or for sample shipments having no commer- 
cial value. Senders should mark the wrappers and customs declarations of such parcels 
“Gift Parcel” or “Sample—no value,” as the case may be. 

SWEDEN—Tobacco in any form is a prohibited importation into Sweden, unless 
addressed to the Tobacco Monopoly. However, manufactured tobacco may be imported 
for the Royal Family and by envoys accrediated to the Swedish Court for personal use, 
and by tobacco dealers. As an exception to the foregoing, tobacco manufactures not 
exceeding 35 ounces in any one parcel may be sent as gifts to individuals for their 
personal use. 

Southern Rhodesia—Importation into Southern Rhodesia of many types of merchan- 
dise (as gifts or otherwise) is either entirely prohibited or admitted only if a permit has 
been granted the prospective importer by the Rhodesian Department of Commerce and 
Industries. Licenses are generally granted for gift parcels whose value does not exceed 
2 pounds ($8.06), and for shipments of books or other printed matter of an educational, 
technical or religious character not exceeding 5 pounds 5 shillings ($21.15) in value. 

Merchandise will not be accepted for mailing to Southern Rhodesia unless the sender 
has received assurance that the addressee will be permitted to receive the contents. Be- 
fore any parcel is offered for mailing the sender should endorse the wrapper “Importation 
into Southern Rhodesia authorized,” or similarly. Goods whose importation has not been 
authorized are liable to confiscation.

“TRADING WITH GERMANY” BULLETIN 


A newly-revised, 9-page bulletin issued by the Office of International Trade on 
“TRADING WITH GERMANY” is available without charge. A new export procedure for 
the U. S. and British Zones of Germany was announced by the Joint Export-Import Agency 
November 19, 1948. (Although JEIA is now a tripartite agency, the new procedure will 
not for the present be applied in the French Zecne or the Western Sectors of Berlin.) 
After December 1, 1948, export contracts for most commodities may be made without 
reference to any government authority, provided certain general regulations are observed. 
Exporters are required to merely register their export shipments in advance with a 
German foreign trade bank. The bank ‘will be responsible for insuring that payment is 
made to an account of the Military Governments, in accordance with JEIA regulations. 
Special JEIA approval is required only for exports of fertilizers, pig iron, foodstuffs and 
seeds, timber, scrap iron and steel, electric power, gas, water, bearings, precious metals, 
solid fuel, and shipbuilding and repair services. A limited number of other commodities 
require approval of the German authorities. 

Details of the new procedure are outlined in “TRADING WITH GERMANY,” which 
includes a listing of Military Government and German foreign trade offices in the U. S. 
and U. K. Zones, as well as the foreign trade offices for the French and Russian Zones 


STATUS OF CUSTOMS REGULATIONS—NEWFOUNDLAND 

Although a majority of the people of Newfoundland voted for confederation with 
Canada and the Canadian Government has announced that it will accept the Island as a 
10th province of the Dominion, the actual confederation has not yet taken place nor will 
it take place for several months. March 31, 1949, has been set as the earliest tentative 
date for such union. It is expected to take that long to iron out constitutional procedure 
and complete administrative details. In the meantime, exporters should note that the com- 
mission form of government continues in Newfoundland with no change in the customs 
regulations. When confederation is finally effected, Newfoundland will adopt the Canadian 
customs a and import duties, including the import controls in effect in Canada 
at that time. 


FARM TRACTORS—NEW ZEALAND 


The Federated Farmers of Wellington, New Zealand, has announced a government 
allocation of $5,500,000 for importing farm tractors from dollar sources. Announcement 
has been confirmed by the Customs Department.

DECLARATIONS 


Reference is made to Instruction No. 7(b) on the reverse side of the revised Shipper's 
Export Declaration (Commerce Form 7525-V, revised November, 1948) which provides that 
export declarations may be printed by private parties provided they conform to the official 
form in size, wording, color, and quality (weight) of paper stock, and arrangement. 

For the purpose of this requirement, the quality (weight) of paper stock used for the 
printing of the Shipper’s Export Declarations by private parties must be net less than 
16 pound or more than 20 pound commercial substance paper. 


A NEW SCHEDULE “B” BECOMES EFFECTIVE JANUARY 1949 


The Schedule B commodity classification code number required on Shipper’s Export 
Declarations effective January, 1949, will be shown in the new 1949 edition of Schedule B 
which will be released about December 15, 1948. The new commodity classifications can 
be obtained only from this new 1949 Schedule B. The current Schedule B, even with amend- 
ments, will be obsolete after December 31, 1948. 

Part I, the Alphabet Index of Schedule B, is in the form of an alphabetic listing of 
commodities to be used to locate the correct Schedule B commodity numbers to be shown 
on Shipper’s Export Declarations. Part II is arranged in numerical sequence of Schedule B 
commodity numbers, showing a list of individual commodity items included in each num- 
hbered classification. 

The 1949 edition of Schedule B may be purchased from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., local Collectors of Customs, and 
Department of: Commerce Field Offices located in principal cities at a cost of $2.50 for 
Part I and $1.50 for Part II. A limited number of copies of Schedule B will be available 
for reference purposes in the Devartment of Commerce Field Offices and in offices of Col- 
lectors of Customs.

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports to the participating E.C.A. countries increased from $324.7 million in September 
to $330.6 million in October in comparison with a monthly average of $392.3 million during 
the first half of the year. Countries registering gains from September to October included 
Germany, $57.8 to $65.3 million: Austria, $9.8 to $12.2 million; Italy $26.3 to $29.4 million 
and China from $7.7 to $9.5 million. On the other hand exports to the United Kingdom 
declined from $54.6 to $51.9 million and exports to Greece from $25.4 to $17.6 million. 

General imports from the E.C.A. participating countries rose from $90.0 million in 
September to $106.8 million in October. The principal increases were: the United Kingdom, 


$21.9 to $27.0 million; Italy, $7.5 to $10.3 million and Turkey $2.6 to $7.2 million. [F.T. 951]

PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—NETHERLANDS 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


A revision of the circular PQCA 303 is needed in order to present an up-to-date sum- 
mary of the plant quarantine regulations of the Netherlands. It has been prepared for 
the information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials, and others interested in the 
exportation of plants and plant products to the Netherlands. 

The summary was prepared by Mr. Richard Faxon, Division of Foreign Plant Quaran- 
tines, from a circular supplied by Mr. B. J. Hermans, Section Chief in the Plant Patho- 
logical Service of the Netherlands, from The Hague, October 14, 1948. 

The information contained in this circular is believed to be correct and complete 
up to the time of preparation, but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor 
as a substitute for, the original text of the quarantines, and it is not to be interpreted 
as legally authoritative. (B.E.P.Q@. 574) 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Regulations Governing the Importation and Exportation of Plant Materials 


Administrative Order No. 2 as amended. 

Under authority of Act No. 3027 of the Republic of the Philippines, entitled “An 
Act to Protect the Agricultural Industries of ‘the Philippine Islands from Injurious Plant 
Pests and Diseases existing in Foreign Countries, etc.,” which authority is now vested 
in the Director of Plant Industry and the Secretary of Agriculture and Natural Resources 
by virtue of Act No. 3639, regulations governing the importation and exportation of 
plant materials have been issued. The regulations were drawn up by the Director, 
January 2, 1948 and approved by the Secretary on January 24, 1948, to be effective on 
that date, as Administrative Order No. 2, which was amended April 29, 1948 in reference 
to the schedule of fees. 

This Administrative Order is almost identical with No. re approved April 25, 1932 
which appears on pages 2-6 of B.E.P.Q. 363 issued May 1, 193 

In Art. 2 read Director of Plant Industry instead of sl of Agriculture.” 

In Art. 15 “Authorized Ports of Entry” add the following three ports: Aparri, Jose 
Panganiban and Tacloban. ad 

B.E.P.Q. 363 may be considered a valid summary of the current plant quarantine 
import restrictions of the Republic of the Philippines when the above changes have 
been made. (B.E.P.Q. 363, Supplement No. 2) 


PERMITTED INGREDIENTS OF CERTAIN MEAT FOOD PRODUCTS 
BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY ; 


1. Beef cheek meat and beef head meat from which the overlying glandular. and 
connective tissues have been removed, and beef heart meat, exclusive of the heart cap, 
may be used individually or collectively to the extent of 5% of the meat ingredient in 
the preparation of corned beef hash and canned corned beef. When beef cheek meat, 
beef head meat, and beef heart meat are used in the preparation of these products, their 
presence should be reflected in the statement of ingredients. 

2. If the lips from beef, veal, goats and sheep are used in the preparation of meat 
food products, they should be chopped to a fineness which will completely destroy the 
structure of the conical papillae. Experience has demonstrated that the conical papillae 
cannot be destroyed with any degree of certainty unless the lips are cooked, and the 
mucous membrane removed prior to the chopping operation. 

3. Detached skin, kidney, and blood shall not be used in the preparation of such 
types of sausage as vienna, frankfurter, bologna, and braunschweiger. (Memo Noe. 117)

AGE CERTIFICATES FOR IMPORTED WHISKIES 

Commissioner Carroll E. Mealey has advised the Association that instructions have 
been issued to the Bureau of Customs that in the case of Canadian whisky arriving in 
the United States on and after January 1, 1949 shipments must be accompanied by a 
certificate of origin incorporating a statement that the whisky in question has been kept 
in oak containers for a period of not less than two years. 

In Letter No. 161, there were presented various amendments adopted by the Alcohol 
Tax Unit with respect to Regulations Nos. 4 and 5. Among the amendments adopted was 
one providing that in the case of imported whiskies, an age statement must appear on 
the label when such whiskies have been stored in oak containers for a period of less 
than four years. Where the imported whiskies are four years or more old, an age 
to may but need not appear. This particular amendment is effective as of July 
1, 1949 

The Association took up with Commissioner Mealey the effect of this amendment on 
imported whiskies, and a communication was received from Commissioner Mealey, under 
date of July &, 1948, which confirms the views of the Association that the amendment 
will apply only to whiskies which arrive in the United States on and after July 1, 1949, 
vr which are bottled in the United States on and after July 1, 1949. (Letter No. 163) 


PUBLIC HEARINGS WITH RESPECT TO AMENDING REGULATIONS 
4. 5 and 6 
The Association was represented at the public hearings held in Washington, D. C. 
from October 18 through October 29 with respect to various proposed amendments to 
Regulations 4, 5, and 6. Of particular interest to all importers was the hearing held 
on October 18-19 dealing with various proposals with respect to Scotch and Irish type 
whiskey and the creation of a Canadian type whiskey. 

The testimony offered at the various hearings was voluminous, and there were a 
great many witnesses on all of the subjects up for discussion. It is anticipated that 
lecisions with respect to the various items will not be reached before some time in 1949. 
The Association will advise importers promptly as soon as any decisions have been 
reached. (Letter No. 163) 


PROPOSED RULE MAKING WITH RESPECT TO IMPORTED WINE-BASE 
CORDIALS 

On October 29, 1948, the Bureau of Internal Revenue gave notice of a Proposed Rule 
with respect to imported wine-base cordials which, if adopted, would mean that on and 
after the effective date of the adoption of the Rule, all imported wine-base cordials con- 
taining not more than 24 per cent alcohol by volume would pay an internal revenue tax 
of $9.00 per wine gallon, instead of 10 cents per half pint or fraction thereof, which 
is now being collected as the internal revenue tax on such imported items. 

Interested parties were given thirty days from October 29 to file views with the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. If the Rule is adopted, it will go into effect thirty-one (31) 
days after publication in the Federal Register. Importers will be kept advised of any 
developments in this matter. 

The Association has filed a communication with the Iureau of Internal Revenue 
requesting that if the Proposed Rule is adopted, steps be taken to prevent a retroactive 
application of the $9.00 per wine gallon tax on imported wine-base cordials which 
have been taxpaid and which have not gone through final liquidation. (Letter No. 163)

DISTILLERS ASK REMOVAL OF BANS ON FOREIGN TRADE 


Elimination of trade barriers and other restrictions affecting the importation of U. 3S 
aleoholic beverages into 11 foreign countries as a condition of granting concessions t 
these countries by the United States was requested in a petition filed by the U. 5 
beverage distilling industry with the Committee for Reciprocity Information 

The petition seeks to end restrictions on the importation of American-made alco- 
holic beverages into Denmark, the Dominican Republic, El Salvador, Finland, Greece 
Haiti, Italy, Nicaragua, Peru, Sweden and Uruguay. 

Eight of these countries—Denmark, Finland, Greece, Italy, Nicaragua, Peru, Sweden 
and Uruguay—now impose restrictions on the importation of U. S. alcoholic beverages 
largely through denial of import licenses for this purpose, the petition pointed out. 

These restrictions, the petition stated, are seriously affecting the export business 
of an industry which last year accounted for more than $2,000,000,000 in federal, state 
and local taxes, and employs 1,100,000 persons at total annual wages of $2,700,000,000 
The petition also pointed out that levies on alcoholic beverages provide the largest 
single source of federal tax revenue, with the exception of income taxes 

During the year 1947, the beverage industry groups told the Committee, a total of 
138,724,496 proof gallons of American whiskey entered consumer channels. But of this 
total, they said, only 1,447,486 proof gallons—or one per cent—was exported to foreign 
countries, and less than one-twentieth of one per cent went to the 11 countries with 
which reciprocal trade agreements will be negotiated 

The petition said the removal of trade barriers and restrictions now applied on 
U. S. aleoholic beverages by foreign countries would have these economic effects: 

Help assure the American farmer of a continuous outlet for his grains, boost employ- 
ment in the alcoholic beverage industry and allied industries, improve the supply of 
low-cost, high protein livestock feeds through recovery of additional quantities of dis- 
tillers’ dried grains and solubles as by-products of beverage making, and assure main- 
tenance of essential equipment for production of industrial alcohol in the event of a 
future national emergency.
